The Thuringian Border Police were separated fron trade union affiliations 
on 1 August 1948 according to a policeman stationed near Sonneberc. On the 
same date personnel previously quartered privately were ordered into separate 
parracts with their own mess facilities and better than average rations. 


2o The Thuringian police have been ordered to prepare an exchanze of carbines 
for machine pistols within the next two weeks. Bordor posts are to be iven 
machine runs and grenade throvers at the same time.
